FAMILY and friends are intensifying 
their efforts to provide a lasting 
memorial to Tanya Floyd, the 40-year- 
old mother of three, who died suddenly 
last October.

Warning after family pet is poisoned 


A Vale family suffered 
three weeks of anguish 
after their much-loved dog 
was laid low by rat poison. 

Katie Brew, who lives in 
Crawshay Court, Llantwit Major, 
told The GEM that Ted, who is a 
bouncy seven year old, fell ill 
one Saturday night. 

She explained: “Three weeks 
ago, one Saturday night, Ted just 
wasn’t right. 

“He’s a bouncy, very active 
dog who is on the go all the 
time. He was very quiet and not

eating or drinking.” 

The next day she took him to 
the vet’s and the theory was that 
he had a problem with his 
pancreas. He was put on a course 
of anti-biotic s, but a week later 
he was little better and on the 
Tuesday, had a nose bleed. Nasal 
cancer was considered. 

But a further visit to the vet 
showed bruising round the groin 
indicating “a massive internal 
bleed”. 


Katie said: “The vet was 99 
per cent sure it had been caused 
by rat poison - there’s been a 
spate of it with cats.” 

Katie has heard of three cats 
recently who died due to rat 
poison. 

With Ted, it took a couple of 
weeks for the symptoms of rat 
poison to become apparent. Once 
diagnosed, he was put on 
Vitamin K tablets. Since then, he 
has been recovering well.

Best place to live in 
Wales - but for how long? 


T he Sunday Times recently 

published its interpretation of the 
10 best places to live in Wales; 
while recognising the potential risk of 
subjectivity behind its analysis, the 
publication is likely to stimulate some 
interesting discussion regarding the way 
in which housing should be developed in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

The Vale was one of only two Welsh counties to 
have two locations in the Top Ten, namely, Penarth 
and Colwinston. The inclusion of the Victorian 
seaside town of Penarth will come as little surprise, 
given the splendour of its architecture, its wide 
range of services and facilities, and its thriving 
town centre. 

By contrast, Colwinston has few traditional 
‘facilities’ - although it does have a great pub - 
and its attraction is probably known to few people 
outside of the local community. 

So why should Colwinston be singled out, when 
there are so many other towns and villages in the 
Vale (and elsewhere in Wales) who could 
legitimately lay claim to inclusion? 

There is no simple answer to that question. 

What I do know is that Colwinston is a small, 
attractive, historic village of just over 100 
dwellings which are perfectly set within the lush, 
rolling farmland of the Vale. 

The village has developed slowly over time, 
with great care being taken to build upon the 
unique characteristics of its location, to preserve 
the surrounding countryside and open spaces, and 
to involve and bring together the varied 
backgrounds of the local community to generate a 
spirit and quality of life that is difficult to match. 

Sadly, this situation might not last for much 
longer. The council’s decision to allow a developer 
to build a new housing estate of 64 properties on

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Tributes paid to former mayor 

‘Emlyn was a 
true servant of 
the community’ 


EMLYN WILLIAMS, a 
respected former Vale and 
town councillor and mayor, 
who was due to receive the 
MBE at Windsor Castle on 
July 12, has passed away. 

In a tribute, local MP Alun Cairns 
described him as “a true servant of the 
community”. 

Mr Williams served as Vale Mayor 
in 2004-2005 and again in 2009-10. 

Mr Cairns said: “ No-one worked 
harder than Em did. He was a hero to 
so many people. His network was built 
up through service and he introduced 
me to so many key influencers in 
Barry. 

“Few towns benefit from such a 
strong champion. We have been very 
fortunate to have known him and 
benefited from his work. 

“He was a committed politician and 
even when he couldn’t walk because of 
failing health, he would still turn up to 
canvass on the weekend - in his car!” 

Mr Cairns added: “My deepest 
sympathy goes to his wife Joan, son 
Mark and family. They have lost a 
husband, father and grandfather. We 
have lost Barry’s strongest champion.” 

Former Barry Mayor Theo 
Stenstrom was a close friend and had 
visited him in hospital. 

He told The GEM: “Although I was 
Eabour and he was Conservative, 
politics didn’t come into it with Emlyn. 

“He asked to have a chat with me 
once about a constituency matter and 
we were good friends from that day 
onwards.” 

Mr Cairns will be working with the 
Williams family to see if a family 
member can go to Windsor Castle to 
receive Mr Williams’ MBE or whether 
the Lord Lieutenant of South 
Glamorgan could make a presentation 
to the family locally in the next few 
months.

Emlyn was a man of great standing in 
the community and was a great friend 
to so many. 

“He was an outstanding ambassador 
for the town of Barry having served for 
38 years as a councillor. 

“Emlyn’s award of an MBE in the 
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Emlyn Williams - servant 
of the local community^ 

Queen’s New Year’s Honours list was 
thoroughly deserved and there was not 
one person who deserved such an 
honour more.” 

Coun Neil Moore, Leader of the 
Vale Council, added his tribute: 
“Emlyn Williams was a long-serving 
and dedicated Vale councillor. He was 
a committed ward member who 
actively represented his constituents 
for many years. As mayor of the Vale 
Council from 2004 to 2005, and again 
from 2009 to 2010, he undertook the 
role with enthusiasm and dignity. He 
was well known locally and will be 
sadly missed.” 

Mr Williams represented the Illtyd

and its predecessors Allbright &

councillor in 1974 and, in 1979-80, he 
served as Mayor of Barry Town 
Council. 

In 1977, he was elected to the 
former South Glamorgan County 
Council and also served on the former 
Vale of Glamorgan Borough Council 
before being elected to the Vale 
Council in 1999. He also served as a 
governor at Romilly Infants’ School 
and Barry Comprehensive School.

^Late pay is 
frustratingP 
say staff

STAFF at Pizza 
Hut Delivery in 
Barry have 
complained they 
face the frustration 
of being paid late. 

The franchise 
business arrived in 
Thompson Street in 
September and staff 
work late into the 
evening taking orders 
and delivering them 
locally. 

The company told 
The GEM it had faced 
operational issues and 
stressed it was sorry for 
incovenience caused to 
the staff. 

Staff contracts state 
that they should get paid 
on the last working day 
of the month, but on a 
number of occasions 
employees have had to 
wait up to seven or eight 
days for wages to go 
into their bank accounts. 

The GEM spoke to 
two members of staff. 

One said: “In October 
I expected to get paid on 
the last day of the 
month, but it was four 
days late and the same 
thing happened to other 
people. 

“Wages have been up 
to eight days late. It is 
very frustrating for the 
staff. It has meant some 
people couldn’t go out 
and do a grocery shop. 
Obviously, you feel 
worse for the people 
who have kids. 

“There was even an 
instance where one of 
the managers loaned a 
member of staff money. 

“It is really 
upsetting - when you 
don’t get paid on time, 
you feel as if you’re 
working for nothing.” 

Another member of 
staff said: “There is 
definitely a lot of anger. 
The managers feel 


helpless.” 

Some members of 
staff don’t live in Barry 
which means they are 
paying for petrol to 
travel to work, only to 
have the added 
frustration of late pay. 

Members of staff 
have often been paid late 
on different days so not 
all staff believe they 
have been treated 
equally. 

But what will surprise 
people is that up until 
December all staff were 
paying a fee (£2 for 
normal employees, £6 
for managers) for the 
administration of their 
wages. 

The second member 
of staff said: “As most 
staff are on a minimum 
wage this was unlawful 
as it actually reduced the 
rate of pay below the 
minimum wage.” 

Staff say that when 
this was raised with the 
company, the practice 
stopped and staff are 
now awaiting refunds. 
They added the matter 
was reported to HMRC 
who are looking into the 
deductions. 

Staff said the 
franchisee told them late 
payments were due to 
technical difficulties at 
the bank. They claim 
other outlets in south 
Wales have suffered 
similar problems. 

Darron Keinzley of 
DJK Pizza Ltd 
explained: “Recently 
DJK Pizza Ltd 
experienced some 
operational issues which 
impacted payroll. 

“Team members have 
since been paid and we 
are working with HMRC 
to check that all staff 
have received their full 
pay entitlement. We are 
very sorry for any 
inconvenience caused.”

RNLI take over beach 
watch in Porthcawl 


THIS summer, four of 
Porthcawl’s beaches will be 
patrolled by a new seasonal 
lifeguard service run in 
partnership by BCBC and the 
Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution (RNLI). 

Eor many years, the council has 
employed lifeguards at Coney Beach, 
Rest Bay, Trecco Bay and Pink Bay to 
help create a safe environment for 
local residents and tourists to enjoy the 
beaches. 

“That same high standard of service 
is to continue through the new 
partnership, which has been approved 
by cabinet members from the local 
authority and the beach landowners,” a 
spokesman said. 

RNLI lifeguards will begin 
providing a daily safety service on 
Coney Beach and Trecco Bay from 
April 30. At Rest Bay, lifeguards will 
begin duty on May 28 and at Pink Bay 


from July 2. Lifeguards will be on 
duty seven days a week between 10am 
and 6pm at Coney Beach, Rest Bay 
and Pink Bay until September 4 and 
and Trecco Bay until September 25. 

Stu Thompson, RNLI Lifeguard 
Manager, said that recruitment for 
RNLI lifeguards has already begun and 
the charity would be keen to hear from 
anyone interested in applying for 
Bridgend’s ‘best summer job’: “The 
RNLI will be looking to recruit an 
enthusiastic and professional team of 
lifeguards who will get paid and 
equipped to save lives this summer.

Delays as people 
head for beaches 



THERE were traffic delays 
through Barry on Sunday, 
March 13, as people headed to 
the beaches in the area. 

Some local politicians criticised the 
Vale Council’s road management, but 
Coun Lis Burnett emphasised road, 
pedestrian and cycle links were all 
being improved, some ahead of 
schedule and that public figures 
shouldn’t talk the town down. 

MP Alun Cairns said: “Traffic 
problems overseen by the Vale 
Council must be sorted as a matter of 
urgency. 

“The summer of 2016 has the 
potential to be the busiest in decades. 
Lor the first time since the 1970s, all 
the commercial premises have been let 
which is a superb indication of the 
revival of Barry Island. 

“The Vale Council cannot continue 
to act as a drag on the growing 
prosperity thanks to the enormous 
amount of private investment and 
ambition shown by entrepreneurs like 
Henry Danter.” 

Plaid Cymru Assembly candidate 
for the Vale, Coun Ian Johnson, said 
Coun Shirley Hodges had contacted 
the Vale Council on Sunday about the 
traffic problems and was informed that 
the work was being carried out by 
Welsh Water and would be completed 
by the Easter weekend. 

“We are obviously very concerned 
that this work on the Causeway will 
not be completed in time, cause 
further delays for holiday-makers 
visiting Barry Island and create bad 
headlines at a time when we should be 
promoting the Island and its excellent 
facilities.” 


Coun Lis Burnett, Vale cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “Lor 
Alun Cairns to claim that the Vale 
Council is doing anything other than 
driving the regeneration of the whole 
town, including Barry Island, would 
be laughable were it not for the 
damage that it is doing to the town. 

“His hollow rhetoric is 
embarrassing and is what gives 
politicians a bad name.” 

She said millions had been invested 
in creating a resort that was bringing 
visitors from across the UK. 

“We have worked with Welsh 
Government funding to deliver a 
multi-million pound regeneration of 
the promenade. This did not involve 
Mr Cairns or anyone else from the 
Westminster Government. 

“Improving access to the Island has 
always been recognised as the next 
piece in the puzzle. This is why we 
worked so hard, again in partnership 
with Welsh Government to bring the 
construction of the new link road 
forward by several years, established a 
park and ride system, upgraded the 
existing road layout, and are now 
improving pedestrian and cycle access. 

“Interest in Barry Island is greater 
than ever. It is not a result of Mr 
Cairns’ selfies on the log flume either. 

“Quite what we should expect from 
a politician who seems to spend the 
majority of time at the funfair I'm not 
sure, but his repeated attempts to run 
down not just the Barry Island resort 
but the town as a whole do a great 
disservice to the community he is paid 
public money to serve,” she added.

Vale council tax rise 
is confirmed — 

‘SCANDALOUS’ 
SAY TORIES 


AN increase in council tax for 
the Vale of Glamorgan of 3.9 
per cent was agreed at a 
meeting of full council last 
Thursday, March 10. 

Coun Neil Moore, the Leader of 
the Vale Council, said: “As the cuts 
imposed by central government 
continue to bite deeper into council 
budgets, the task of balancing the 
need to protect the most important 
of our services and to limit the 


increase in council tax becomes ever bills rocket. 


Coun Moore’s reasoning did not 
impress the Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew RT Davies, 
who said: “This is yet another 
hammer blow to hardworking 
taxpayers across the Vale who 
continue to get a raw deal; plain 
and simple. 

“Year after year, English 
householders have benefited from a 
Conservative freeze, yet here, the 
Labour Government snubs 
taxpayers and stands back while 


more difficult. 

“To cover the cost of this year’s 
£3.3m cut in Welsh Government 
funding alone would have required 
an increase in council tax of 5.5 per 
cent. On top of this a combination 
of increased demand, increasing 
legislative requirements, and cost 
pressures has caused the cost of 
delivering our services to have risen 
by over £8m. 

“Despite these unprecedented 
challenges, and due in large part to 
the £9.2m of savings we will achieve 
by redesigning our services to be 
more cost efficient, the council will 
next year be providing an extra 
£1.6m to the Vale’s schools and an 
extra £2.2m to provide care and 
support to the most vulnerable 
groups in our society through social 
services. 

“All of this will be achieved 
despite the council operating with a 
reduced budget and while still 
keeping the council tax for the Vale 
of Glamorgan below the Welsh 
average, and limiting the increase to 
the average band D home to less 
than £1 per week.” 


‘Since 1999, council tax under 
Labour in Wales has risen by 121 
per cent which is frankly 
scandalous. 

“Not only would a council tax 
freeze be a huge boost to the local 
economy, we believe money should 
be put back into the pockets of the 
people who know best how to spend 
it - hardworking Vale taxpayers 
themselves. 

“On May 5, you’ll have the 
chance to do such that by voting for 
change in Cardiff Bay.”

What’s been 
happening 
in the hive? 


WE are into March at 
the Fonmon apiary 
and, as expected, the 
current weather is 
holding back any 
external activity. 

However, on Friday 
March 11, a sunny calm 
day with the temperature 
at 12°c, external bee 
activity from all colonies 
was to be seen and pollen 
in abundance was very 
visible on many of the 
incoming bees. 

This visible proof of 
winter survival is a 
pleasure to behold. 

Throughout the winter 
months I have 
consistently inserted 
trays to the underside of 
various colonies in the 
apiaries, the number of 
mites that have been 
recorded as a result of 
these checks show that 
mild conditions have 
been very much to the 
fore. 

Egg laying and the 
development of new bees 
is not the norm in an 
overwintering honeybee 
colony. The evidence 
that this has occurred has 
revealed itself because I 
am seeing Varroa mites 
that are dead adults (dark 
brown colour) and 
numerous dead pale 
coloured mites that have 
not reached maturity. 

Why is this 
significant? Well, for the 
Varroa mite to reproduce 
it requires a cell 


containing an egg laid by 
a queen bee. This egg is 
a ready-made food 
source for the developing 
mites and the cell, once it 
has been sealed over 
(with a wax cap) is the 
ideal hatchery for the 
yet-to-be-reared mites. 

In theory, once that 
egg has become a new 
bee and it chews through 
the wax cap and joins the 
throng in the hive, any 
mites should be ready to 
emerge as new breeding 
adults as well. This is 
not always the case, 
hence the pale mites 
(white) that I am 
observing. 

To re-cap! 

Overwintering = no 
laying queen = no eggs 
and this equates to no 
new bees and, of course, 
no new mites. Any living 
mites will survive in the 
overwintering honeybee 
colony by consuming the 
bees’ body fluids. 

As we are aware, this 
winter’s months have not 
been the norm, the bees 
have been active 
throughout as have the 
mites! Milder conditions 
will mean that an internal 
inspection can take place 
and I expect to find much 
in the way of eggs, larvae 
and sealed over cells 
containing ready-to- 
emerge bees. 

Will that be the case? 
Watch this space!

FIRST (Ramblers’) WALK 
IS THE STEEPEST! 


LEADING her first 
walk for Penarth and 
District Ramblers on a 
lovely dry cool 
morning. Sue G and 
her nine companions 
set off across a 
molehill-splattered 
field and through 
meadows to the quiet 
village of Llandevaud 
with its daffodil- 
adorned common. 

Crossing a series of 
stiles towards the derelict 
and abandoned fortified 
Tudor manor house of 
Pen-coed Castle, built in 
the 13th century by Sir 
Richard de la More, then 
refurbished by the 
Morgan family and later 
owned by Lord Rhondda, 
a muddy track and more 
fields led to a sunken 
lane for morning break. 

Joining a road and 
deviating through the 
flat-bottomed, freshly- 
cropped valley below 
Coed Wen - where field 
ditches were running 
with excess water, after 
crossing stiles at Castle 
Farm where a great deal 
of ploughing was 
underway, a climb led up 
to the 13 th century 
Penhow village church. 


The original tower 
was completed in 1290, 
and the church was 
dedicated to the Abbot of 
St Mark in France until 
after the reformation, 
when the church was re¬ 
dedicated to St John the 
Baptist. 

Sitting on the hilltop 
next to the church is the 
splendid Penhow Castle, 
originally granted to Sir 
Roger de St Maur, a 
surname which became 
anglicised to Seymour 
with its famous 
descendant, Jane 

Seymour, who became 
the third wife of King 
Henry VIII. 

Descending Castle 
Lane past stables and 
crossing the busy A48, a 
rough but dry farm track 
led on below the disused 
Penhow quarry and two 
almost overgrown kilns, 
and with glorious views 
towards Parc Seymour 
the sun lit up the sky. 

A climb on pathways 
still covered with 
autumnal leaves led 
through Castell-prin 
Wood, and descending 
through trees, yet another 
climb led into Wentwood 
or Coed Gwent. 
Originally a vast forest, it 


stretched between the 
Rivers Usk and Wye and 
contains ancient trees 
and is mostly managed 
by the Forestry 
Commission. 

Exiting from the 
wood via steps to Yew 
Tree Cottage, a series of 
small meadows led back 
to the A48 and a 
welcome drink in the 
Foresters Oaks prior to 
the homeward journey.

FIFTEEN walkers, 
led by Robin from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers, 
together with dogs 
Pepper and 
Ramekin, set off on 
a fine winter 
morning to climb 
muddy pathways 
through the woods 
up onto the 
ridgeway of 
Ysgyryd Eawr, also 
known as Skirrid, 
the Holy Mountain 
or Sacred Hill. 

Stopping for morning 
coffee with outstanding 
views towards the snow¬ 
capped Black Mountains 
and across the open 
countryside of 
Herefordshire they 
descended a grassy slope 
to cross numerous stiles 
and fields, including two 
bridges. 

A short climb brought 
them into the small rural 
village of Llangattock 
Lingoed, which is 
situated just east of the 
River Trothy. 

Upon their arrival, 
which was only a little 
later than planned, a 
visit to the delightful 
13th century pub, the 
Hunters Moon, for pre¬ 
ordered lunch and 
relaxation - before a 
visit to the pretty white¬ 
washed village church 
dedicated to St Cadoc 
which dates to 1254. 

The medieval cross in 
the churchyard, 
classified as an ancient 
monument, lost its shaft 
during the Reformation 
in the 16th century, but 
was a focal point for 
religious festivals, such 
as Palm Sunday and 
Corpus Christi. 

Inside are highly- 
coloured stained glass 
windows, and the rood 
screen separated the 
clergy from the people, 
with Holy Communion 
being administered in 
strict social order with 
the gentry heading the 
orderly queue. 

Originally, there were 
no pews to sit on until 


1820 when 16 pews, 
each seating four people, 
were installed for the use 
of landowners and rich 
farmers, while children, 
labourers and paupers 
had to stand. By 1874, 
major repair work 
commenced with 21 new 
pews being fitted, along 
with new carpets, lights 
and a pipe organ. When 
modem refurbishment 
occurred in 2003, a life 
size wall painting, 
depicting St George 
standing over a slain 
dragon, was uncovered. 

Robin explained his 
original return route was 
unwalkable in places, so 
safely reverting to 
pathways forming part 
of the long distance 
Offa’s Dyke path that 
stretches from the 
Severn estuary to 
Prestatyn in north Wales, 
early spring lambs and 
proud mums reminded 
the group rather fittingly, 
it was the day before 
Mothering Sunday. 

The final part of the 
route was along the 
Beacon’s Way to the 
flank of Skirrid where 
muddy steps that had 
carried them uphill at the 
beginning led them 
precariously downhill 
back to their start.

‘Planning should not be driven by developers' 


T his week I was 

interested to receive 
the information 
through my letter box which 
was produced by the Welsh 
Conservatives. 

It referred to the possibility of 
Labour winning the May election 
and that Jane Hutt AM and her 
Welsh Government colleagues 
would force 10,000 new houses on 
the Vale, causing inappropriate 
building; and abolish the Vale 
Council and merge it with Cardiff. 

I live in Colwinston to the 
western side of the Vale and actually 
back onto a new development of 63 
houses which are currently being 
constructed by Redrow Homes. I 
did not object to the planning 
application. 

Why? Because from my 
professional experience and 
involvement in the current Local 
Plan process, I considered such 
involvement to be a complete and 
utter waste of time. 

In another borough, I saw 
evidence of the close relationship 
that can develop between planners 
and a building company. 

The Vale’s LDP, which will set 
out how land in the area is to be 
used between 2011 and 2026, is 
currently being examined by a 
Welsh Government appointed 
ling inspector to determine 


X^planni 


whether the LDP “is sound”. 

Following completion of the 
examination, the inspector will issue 
a report which will detail the 
changes the council must make to 
the LDP and outline the reasons for 
them. The recommendations in the 
inspector’s report will be binding on 
the council which must accept the 
changes recommended by the 
inspector. 

The hearing sessions concerning 
housing allocations were scheduled 
for March 1-9 with the hearings for 
alternative sites being considered in 
April. 

The Vale planners’ proposals for 
housing allocations will have a 
major impact on transportation, with 
inevitable major issues at Waterton, 
Bridgend and Culverhouse, Cardiff. 
The hearing on transportation is 
scheduled for March 23. 

I wonder whether this planning 
inspector will be as brave as the 
inspector who presided over the first 
Cardiff LDP examination and threw 
the plan out due to lack of 
soundness? 

In my humble opinion, the current 
Local Development Plan process is 
full of defects. It is not as inclusive 
as intended and does not provide for 
sufficient, effective public input. 

In an RCT enquiry, there was 
reference to a site in the Cynon 
Valley where within a few days 
before the deadline date for 
submissions/objections the local 


people became aware of the scheme 
and submitted (unfortunately 18 
hours too late) a petition against the 
allocation of land, with over 600 
signatures. However, due to the 
time limit, the inspector said he 
could not take it into account. 

If the LDP is thrown out, although 
it is very unlikely, I hope the Vale 
planners will reconsider the Llandow 
Newydd Scheme which focused 
development on one site of mixed 
brown and green field land. 

It provided a new residential 
village, shops and a primary school. 

The promoters of the site were 
also prepared to construct the much 
needed Llysworney by-pass 
(included on local plans back in the 
1970s), donate several millions of 
pounds to Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge Comprehensive School, 
and provide a new railway station at 
the former Llandow halt. 

From my experience of LDPs, 
they do not seem to take into 
account national and regional 
planning policies. 

Instead, the big firms of 
developers are dictating where they 
prefer to build houses. Personally, I 
hope that the planning inspector 
throws out the Vale’s LDP. 

However, it will be too late for 
the communities of Llangan, Wick 
and Colwinston, where planning 
consent has already been granted; 
pre-LDP examination, and the 
construction of houses has already 


commenced. Surely the Vale 
planners should have been required 
by law to delay the granting of any 
such developments until after the 
planning inspector has provided his 
post-enquiry report ? 

If the Welsh Assembly 
Government decides that the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Cardiff County 
Borough Councils should merge, 
then “the garden of Cardiff’ (as the 
Vale is often referred to) will 
become the focus for future 
residential developments rather than 
the existing Cardiff CBC area. 

Unfortunately, I think it is 
inevitable that these two authorities 
will merge and we will return to the 
old South Glamorgan County 
Council area (plus the inclusion of 
Wick, St Brides Major, Ogmore-by- 
Sea, Corntown and Ewenny 
communities which were formerly 
part of Ogwr BC and Mid 
Glamorgan). 

In my humble opinion, the only 
hope for the Vale of Glamorgan post 
2026 is for the Conservative Party to 
put forward a new Local Plan 
process where there is greater public 
participation, greater public 
awareness of the planning 
authority’s proposals, and less 
influence by the firms of housing 
developers.

AWARDS FOR HELPING 
THE HARD OF HEARING 


LOCAL organisations who 
ensure they are accessible to 
the one-in-six people in Wales 
who are deaf, or hard of 
hearing, are being urged to 
bid for a prestigious award. 

Action on Hearing Loss Cymru 
Excellence Wales awards recognise 
businesses and organisations who 
enable the 575,500 people to use their 
services. 

Formerly RNID, it has been a 
charity supporting people who are 
deaf, or have hearing loss since 1911, 
and launched the Excellence Wales 
awards last year. 

These are open to public services, 
private companies and voluntary 
organisations providing services in 
Wales. Entries will be judged by a 
panel of people who are deaf, or have 


hearing loss. Awards will be 
presented to the country’s three 
outstanding organisations at a 
glittering gala dinner at Cardiff’s 
Marriott Hotel on May 20, presented 
by journalist Mariclare Carey-Jones, 
alongside special celebrity guests. 

In 2015, Bridgend County Borough 
Council was the main Excellence 
Wales award winner for their regular 
deaf awareness training for staff, 
engagement with local British Sign 
Language users and proactive 
approach to ensure assistive 
technology, such as hearing loops, are 
in working order.

AS a follow-up to 
two highly 
entertaining talks 
last year by Mike 
Clubb, on the 
Bridgend Arsenal 
and the nearby 
Island Farm 
prisoner of war 
camp, members of 
the LAMBS local 
history group 
attended an open 
weekend of the Hut 
9 Preservation 
Society at the PoW 
camp, near 
Bridgend. 

It turned out to be a 
very special occasion 
which left everyone full 
of admiration for the 
work of the preservation 
society over several 
years, in producing a 
first-class educational 
and recreational facility. 

The tour began at the 
Hut 9 visitor centre with 
an entertaining 
illustrated talk by Brett 
Exton about the 
chequered history of the 
camp, which had four 
separate and very 
different uses during 
and after the Second 
World War. 

It was built as a 
hostel for women 
workers at the Bridgend 
Arsenal, but they 
rejected the hostel 
accommodation in 
favour of lengthy bus 
trips each day to and 
from their homes. 

The first occupants of 
the camp were 


American soldiers, 
stationed there in 1943 
in preparation for the D- 
Day landings. 

The invasion of 
Europe in 1944 
produced large numbers 
of prisoners, and Island 
Farm was selected to 
hold about 2,000 of 
them. 

The War Office later 
decided that German 
officers, rather than 
enlisted men, should be 
held at the camp and the 
first of these arrived in 
November 1944. 

On the night of 
March 10, 1945,70 
prisoners escaped 
through a tunnel but all 
were recaptured. 

All 1,600 prisoners 
were then transferred 
out of the camp and it 
was designated as a 
special camp to house 
senior German officers, 
including many 
awaiting transfer to 
Nuremberg to face trial 


or give evidence. 

These senior officers 
included men with the 
rank of general, 
admiral, and field 
marshal, and some had 
been among Hitler’s 
closest advisers. The 
camp finally closed in 
1948. 

Following Brett’s 
talk, the society chair, 
Jonathan Hicks, 
conducted the LAMBS 
party to Hut 9, where 
they were given a 
further talk on personal 
childhood memories 
and the work of the 
Preservation Society, by 
the vice chair, Richard 
Williams. 

They were then 
invited to view a wide 
range of outstanding 
displays and 
presentations by 
volunteers dressed in 
appropriate uniforms 
that graphically 
illustrated the various 
periods in the history of 


the camp. 

Finally, the party 
were taken to see the 
site of the escape 
tunnel, which led from 
Hut 9 out under a 
nearby fortified 
boundary fence. 

On behalf of 
LAMBS, Trevor 
Morgan thanked 
Jonathan, and the many 
volunteers who had 
contributed to the 
weekend event, for 
providing such valuable 
insights into important 
aspects of our local 
history. MB 


New £L2 billion 
‘City Deal’ could 
bring 25,000 jobs 
to the region...

“Being part of the deal means 
that our local area can benefit 
from major projects with 
improved infrastructure and job 
creation.”

Council, Coun Neil Moore, said: 
“The City Deal will bring 
benefits to all 10 local authority 
areas. 

“The deal will also ensure that 
the Vale continues to be centre 
stage in the growth of the region 
and is able to maintain the 
momentum that has been 
generated by the regeneration of 
Barry and the recent 
announcement of significant 
investment in the St Athan 
Enterprise Zone.” 

The Leader of the Welsh 


Conservatives, Andrew RT 
Davies, said: “This once in a 
generation opportunity is yet 
further evidence that the UK 
government is prioritising Wales 
and that Conservatives are 
delivering for communities in the 
region.

POLICE CAUTION: If it’s too 
good to be true, it probably is! 


DC IAN ROCHE, 
from the economic 
crime unit of South 
Wales Police, 
recently gave a 
well-attended 
recent meeting of 
Cowbridge U3A 
information on 
common types of 
fraud, and advice 
on what could be 
done to avoid 
becoming a victim. 

Eraud imposes a 
massive cost on 
individuals, legitimate 
businesses and public 
authorities. Half of all 
victims are age between 
41 and 60, so it’s not 
just the “confused” and 
elderly who are 
susceptible; fraudsters 
are known to sell on a 
“suckers’” list, so that 
vulnerable people are 
likely to be targeted on 
multiple occasions. 

The main types of 
fraudulent practices 
were described by DC 
Roche, including Boiler 
Room Investment 


scams where people are 
encouraged to buy 
shares or commodities 
such as vintage wine, 
which apparently offer 
excellent returns, but 
prove to be worthless, 
of course. 

‘Vishing’ involves 
telephone calls 
purporting to be from 
the police or your bank, 
where access to your 
accounts or credit cards 
is sought. 

One of the cruellest 
frauds is when victims 
are offered assistance in 
recovering the money 
they have already lost 
to crime, but there 
needs to be a payment 
in advance to cover the 
costs. 

Some good news was 
that Chip and PIN 
credit and debit cards 
are far more secure than 
the older style cards 
with just magnetic 
strips containing 
information.

Fascinating talk on 
the Houston brothers 


IT was a return visit for Dean 
Powell when he spoke to the 
March meeting of Sully U3A, 
having previously spoken on 
the life of Dr William Price.

THEN 
Kung Fu 
Panda 
was released in 
2008, it was a 
pleasant surprise - 
comedic, with an 
underpinning of 
adult themes, and a 
range of animals 
doing kung fu; 
what more could 
you want! 

It was followed by a 
sequel in 2011, and that 
was successful enough 
for a third instalment 
which goes by the 
rather unimaginative 
name of Kung Fu 
Panda 3 (no need for a 
colon and portentous 
title here). 

This time round, Po 
(voiced by Jack Black) 
is faced with his biggest 
challenge yet - 
reconnecting with his 
long-lost father Li 
(voiced by Bryan 
Cranston). The pair 
travel to meet a secret 
group of pandas, but 
when the villainous Kai 
(J K Simmons) sweeps 
across China defeating 
all kung fu masters, Po 
must train his fellow 
pandas in the ways of 
the martial arts... 


It’s a pretty common 
rule that by the time a 
franchise reaches its 
third instalment, the law 
of diminishing returns 
kicks in (if hasn’t 
already by the second 
part!). On that basis, 
and coupled with the 
fact that it’s been five 
years since the second 
outing for Po and 
friends, Kung Fu Panda 
3 should be a 
disappointing disaster, a 
cash-in on the goodwill 
and name value of the 
series. 

That it’s not is a 
pleasant surprise; that 
it’s actually one of the 
most visually inventive 
and enjoyable animation 
films you are likely to 
see this year is an even 
more pleasant surprise. 

After all, this has 
never been a franchise 
that has rested on its 
laurels, and the fact that 
third time around you 
are still left impressed 
by not just the gorgeous 
visuals, but the dexterity 
in the storytelling is a 
testament to the creative 
forces behind the 
scenes. 

The building blocks 
of the series so far are 
in place early - Po is 
still, despite being 
rather good at kung fu.

as accident-prone and 
goofy as ever, a larger 
threat that requires him 
to ‘bear’ up and defend 
people is the main story 
thread as he learns 
valuable life lessons - 
but in this outing, it’s 
the dressing over such 
staples that makes this a 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. 

Visually, the film 
maintains the standards 
set by the other outings 
by being gorgeous to 
look at, a superb mix of 
faultless animation and 
an eye for the genre, the 
occasional use of split 
screens and anime- 
esque visuals fitting 
tonally - and looking 
amazing. 

There is also, from an 
adult perspective, the 
satisfaction of seeing 
the film’s ‘message’ 
delivered without being 
cloying or annoying is 
great; it doesn’t talk 
down to the target 
audience and strikes a 
balance between the age 
ranges, delivering good 
gags and story. 

The voice cast are all 
strong, even if the starry 


supporting cast of the 
likes of Angelina Jolie, 
Seth Rogen et al are 
sidelined through the 
plot’s focus on Po (a 
cynic would suggest the 
talent weren’t that keen 
to be involved, or 
budget cuts), but Jack 
Black is great as the 
titular panda, while 
Bryan Cranston as his 
father knows his way 
around a joke or two 
and offers the gravitas 
needed for such a role. 

If Kate Hudson’s Mei 
Mei being given too 
little screen time is a 
dampener, then it’s 
made up for with J K 
Simmons’ wonderfully- 
villainous Kai, a 
memorable villain who 
strikes a neat line 
between real 
malevolence and a 
snarky self-deprecating 
personality, brought 
wonderfully to life by 
the actor. 

By the film’s end 
there is every chance 
(subject to box-office 
receipts) that there’ll be 
a fourth outing for the 
Kung Fu Panda and his 
chums - but as long as 
the films continue to be 
as satisfying and 
enjoyable as this one, 
that can only be a good 
thing! 

VERDICT: A film 
that is more energised 
and exciting than many 
‘threequels’, Kung Fu 
Panda 3 is tremendous 
offering, fizzing with 
wit and energy. The 
voice cast are top-notch, 
and the film is delivered 
with a visual zeal that 
makes this one of the 
most thrilling animation 
films of the year. Highly 
recommended.

STEAM ENGINE 
TORNADO... 


THE Barry Men’s 
Forum chairman 
welcomed new 

member Barry 

Franks, who has 
recently moved to the 
town from Kent. 

John Rees-Davies then 
introduced the speaker 
for the day Mr Mike 
Wilcock, whose hobby is 
filming steam engines. 

His collection of video 
is immense and he 
presently has 160 clips 
on You Tube with 
820,000 viewers at the 
last count. 

The compilation of 
film he presented was 
mainly about the steam 
engine Tornado, which is 
a replica of the original 
engine and took 19 years 
to build. 

It was completely 
manufactured in the UK, 
except for the boiler, 
which was produced in 
Germany, and has been 
the only part of this 
recreation to breakdown, 
requiring it to be returned 
to the manufacturers for 
a major upgrade. 

Watching it being 
officially named by 
Prince Charles in 2009, it 
caused members mirth 
when, during his speech, 
he and Camilla were 
completely obliterated 


and drowned out by 
steam and smoke 
suddenly belched from 
the engine. 

Mike had been 
privileged to ride aboard 
in the cab of the Tornado, 
on the West Somerset 
Line, and had film of his 
experience. 

What surprised him 
most was the fireman 
continually stoking the 
fire, without a break. 
Such foot-plate 

experiences are now 
largely restricted due to 
health and safety, but the 
interest is so great, that 
on Tornado’s two weeks 
on the Somerset Line, it 
paid for itself in the first 
two days.

In recognition of this 
the development scheme 
has been shortlisted for 
the Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) Awards 2016, 
Wales in the Community 
Benefit Category. 

Coun Stuart Egan, 
Deputy Leader of the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council attended the St 
David’s Day event and 
enjoyed a tour of the 
building along with 
colleagues from the 
council and Hafod. 

He said: “I always 
receive a warm welcome 
when I visit Golau 
Caredig, and thoroughly 
enjoyed the St David’s 
Day event. Since it 
opened last year, I have 
watched Golau Ceredig 
establish itself as a focal 
point of the community 

“As Older Peoples’ 
Champion for the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, I see 
a real benefit for the 
residents, their families 
and the area as a whole, 
in continuing to establish 
such strong links to the 
local community.” 


LOCAL county 
councillors have 
welcomed an offer 
from the police to 
join them in their 
operations to reduce 
traffic speeds along 
Mill Road, Dinas 
Powys. 

It follows complaints 
by residents and 
councillors about traffic 
dangers. 

At the request of 
councillors, the Vale 
highways department 
recorded that, in less 
than an hour, there were 
166 vehicles, all of which 
were seen to be free 
flowing. A total of 68 of 
them were recorded 
travelling in excess of the 
30 mph limit, 10 of which 
were travelling above the 
Association of Chief 
Police Officers ’ threshold 
guidelines for 


prosecution. 

Coun Keith Hatton 
said that Plaid Cymru 
councillors would be 
delighted to join the 
police along Mill Road. 

He went on: “The 
police have been working 
with the highways 
department to assess the 
statistics relating to the 
speed of traffic. In a 
short early morning 
period a significant 
number of vehicles were 
driven above the speed 
that would trigger 
prosecutions.” 

Coun Val Hartrey said 
it was a serious issue and 
too many motorists were 
behaving irresponsibly. 
“We all know that some 
drivers like to speed 
along this route and then 
up Penyturnpike, 

especially at busy 
periods along Cardiff 
Road. ”

‘Make better use of 
beach huts’ - Plaid call 





DURING British Science 
Week, the Dow Corning site at 
Barry organised science 
activities for 250 children 
from eight local primary 
schools. 

From March 7-10, these nine and 
ten year olds participated in 
memorable hands-on science 
experiments, encouraging them to 
learn about the fun side of science. 

Each year since 1997, more than 
200 local schoolchildren converge on 
the Dow Coming site in Barry in the 
Vale for a week of specialised 
learning where they had the 
opportunity to become ‘scientists for 
the day,’ as part of Dow Coming’s 
participation in British Science Week 
in the United Kingdom. The aim of 
these activities is to encourage more 
children into science careers by giving 


them a love for science while still in 
primary school. 

The scientific discovery this year 
centered on handmade products for 
the bath. The children were 
introduced to chemistry as they 
learned how to mix solid and liquid 
chemicals to create bath bombs and 
bubble bath. Each pupil was able to 
make his/her own choice of scents and 
colours for a uniquely fragranced 
bubble bath, which they then took 
home in a bottle they decorated 
themselves. 

The programme remains a focal 
point in the schools’ calendar and this 
year had support from the Mayor of 
the Vale of Glamorgan, Coun Fred 
Johnson, who joined in the fun with 
the local Cadoxton Primary School. 


SCHOOLS should 
have beach hut 
access to teach 
local children 
about Barry’s 
coastline heritage, 
say Plaid Cymru 
councillors for 
Barry Island, Nic 
Hodges and Steffan 
Wiliam. 

They have called for 
better use of the Barry 
Island beach huts and a 
business plan to “ensure 
maximum use and value 
for money from the 
investment”. 

Both councillors 
spoke at the Vale 
Council’s economy and 
environment committee 
which looked at the first 
year of operation since 
the beach huts were 
opened for hire in 
spring 2015. 


They stated that in 
the first year of 
operation, the busiest 
month for beach hut 
hires was August, when 
they were hired for a 
total of 136 days - 
about 20 per cent of the 
total capacity. 

However, in the months 
of November and 
February, not a single 
beach hut was hired to 
the public. 

Coun Steffan Wiliam 
said: “There needs to be 
a proper business plan 
for the beach huts. We 
have to make it as easy 
as possible for people to 
book and gain access to 


the huts - whether by 
cash or by app on their 
smartphone. 

“The beach huts 
should have proper 
facilities - light, 
electricity and water. 

Coun Nic Hodges 
said: “The beach huts 
are a clearly iconic part 
of Barry Island, well 
photographed and seen 
all over social media, 
but I worry that we have 
missed the opportunity 
and novelty of the beach 
huts to reach new 
audiences and bring 
them to Barry Island.”

notes and share technical knowledge. 

Just outside the town, on the road to Llantwit 
Major, is Forest Products, a business that is used to 
gearing itself up for the arrival of spring.

Cowbridge - THERE’S 
SO MUCH TO LEARN 
ABOUT ITS HISTORY 


A S you might 
expect from 
a town that 
can trace its history 
back to Roman 
times - there is so 
much to learn 
about Cowbridge. 

The GEM asked Dick 
Buswell of the 
Cowbridge History 
Society to point out just 
a few points of interest 
that present-day 
browsers will come 
across if they take a 

closer look. 

How many towns do 
you know that: 

• Has a river bridge 
parapet which carries a 
main road , but over no 
river? 

• Has a church with a 
bell tower built for 
fortification? 

• Has a mounting 
block in the High 
Street? 

• Has a garden which 
grows plants for 
medicinal uses? 

• Has a former 
grammar school which 
was designed by the 
architect who restored 
Llandaff Cathedral? 

• Held prisoners from 
a French invasion near 
Fishguard, 

Pembrokeshire in 1797, 
on their way to London? 

• Has a council 
chamber which was part 
of a former ‘House of 
Correction’ - i.e. a 
prison? 

Cowbridge lies where 
the Romans’ main road 
to the west crossed the 
River Thaw. Later, it 
was on the pilgrims’ 
way to St David’s and 
much later, it was on the 
coaching route from 
London to Fishguard 
and Ireland. 

It has been for many 
centuries a market town 
and the place where 
Courts of Justice were 
held. Today, it still plays 


a prime role in servicing 
the rural Vale of 
Glamorgan with a 
wonderful variety of 
high-quality shops and 
restaurants and beautiful 
gardens in which to 
unwind. 

If you would like to 
find the locations 
described above, the 
bridge parapet is 
opposite the Cowbridge 
Bookshop. Its stone 
plaque commemorating 
the inauguration of the 
bridge in 1911 is again 
legible, as it was 
recently restored by 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust with funds 
provided by Cowbridge 
(ancient borough) with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council, the Waterloo 
Foundation, and by 
private donations. 

It did once cross the 
river, but the river was 
moved in 1951! 

The church is Holy 
Cross, and the mounting 
block can be found 
across the High Street 
from Sylvia Williams 
the Chemists, which is 
in the large double 
gabled property 
formerly ‘The Great 
House’ and the town 
house of the Came 
Family of Nash Manor. 

The Physic Garden 
has been planted to 
exemplify the healing 
and domestic plants that 
would have typically 
been used in former 
times. 

The Cowbridge 
Grammar School was 
originally established in 
the early 1600s, but 
later rebuilt in 1847-52 
by Pritchard. 

Following an 
unsuccessful attempted 
invasion by the French 
near Carregwasted 
Point, during which 
eight Frenchmen 
drowned, 12 were 
killed, and one Welsh 
woman died in a pub 



when a pistol was 
accidentally fired, 
prisoners being taken to 
London were reputedly 
accommodated in The 
Bear. 

The Town Hall was 
originally built as a 
‘House of Correction’ in 
1805. By 1829, a large 
new prison in Swansea 
had rendered it 
redundant. The building 
was converted by Isaiah 
Verity into today’s 
Town Hall. 

Cowbridge History 
Society celebrates on 
March 13 each year, the 
granting of the first 
town charter by Richard 
De Clare on March 13, 
1274. 

This year, the society 
marked the date with a 
visit to Llansannor 
Court, courtesy of Mr 
and Mrs Eddershaw, 
and to the adjacent 
medieval church of St 
Senwyr.

GEM about 
disappearing 
wildlife at 
Cemetery 
Approach, I 
wholeheartedly 
agree with the local 
resident Bryn 
Evans. 

His idea was to keep 
it natural as it was a 
haven for all manner of 
wildlife and birds. Now 
there is the odd tweet 
and coo! 

I attended the council 
meeting regarding the 
proposed works; I was 
informed that ‘nothing 
much’ was found by the 
council’s ecologist. I 
was also made aware 
that even more trees will 
be cut down. 

During the 

consultation, I viewed 
the plans and there is 
very little to replace and 
encourage wildlife, apart 
from another pond area, 
the cemetery already has 
one. It’s just a shame 
there will be little or no 
use for it. 

There is no replanting 
of hedges or trees that I 
was made aware of, just 
open space on both 


sides, with paths and a 
new community hall. 

The only conservation 
area left is to the right 
side, far corner - unless 
they decide to clear that, 
too! 

Cemetery Lane has 
little to offer, either, with 
trees destroyed and 
damage due to large 
vehicles and remodelling 
of the White Farm 
development, ie the 
cycle path, which is big 
enough for cars - and 
now more clearance for 
the flood scheme. 

Wildlife, as we know 
it, is no more. Their 
habitat destroyed, they 
are being driven out of 
the area. Numbers are 
in decline. 

Bats were once 
numerous, hedgehogs 
visiting, frogs, slow- 
worms, newts, foxes and 
squirrels. All manner of 
birds and insects are 
noticeably absent. 

It is a travesty that our 
beautiful town is fast 
turning into a concrete 
jungle and future 
generations will 
probably have to visit a 
country park or a zoo, to 
view these beautiful 
creatures. Now that is 
sad!

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THE STORY BEHIND THE 
PENARTH HISTORY DVD 


IT took almost 12 months to produce 
The Garden by the Sea -A Story of 
Penarth, from the moment when 
research began in April 2015 to the 
completion of the sound edit in early 
March 2016 - just in time for its official 
release at the AGM of the Friends of St 
Peter’s (the church in Old Cogan) on 
March 5. 

The result is a 49-minute documentary that is 
proving highly popular in the town. 

Producer Anthony Hontoir, who runs 
Porthcawl-based Downwood Film Productions, 
explains: “Most towns have quite a complex 
history and Penarth is no different. 

“My aim was to tell its story from the main 
essentials of its past, and to let the narrative flow 
easily by taking the viewer on a leisurely tour 
through the locality, combining present day 
scenes, which I shot in and around Penarth from 
last spring until early autumn, mixed with old 
photographs and movie footage from the past. 

“In respect of that last point, I had a real stroke 
of luck when an appeal in the local press brought 
a response from James Barnett, living in France, 
who grew up in Penarth and whose mother, one of 
the Leons, a wealthy ship-owning family, had 
taken a lot of movie footage in the 1930s. 

“James came over on a family visit last 
September and brought around 100 rolls of 16mm 
film for me to look through. I was able to extract 
some really fascinating glimpses into the lives of 
his family all those years ago, and although much 
of it was concerned with life at the family’s home 
in Park Road, there were also scenes shot on the 
seafront, and I included them in the finished 
film.” 

Anthony was pleased that townspeople and 
institutions cooperated to allow him to film in 
various locations, including the iconic pier and 
Pier Pavilion, and he was able to shoot a high- 
angle view of the pier from the roof of Seabank 
apartments, which also gave him a bird’s eye view 
of The Kymin nearby. 

One highlight of the film is the Penarth Yacht 
Club’s Regatta last June, when, in addition to

filming the preparation of the sailing dinghies on 
the beach, he was given access to one of the 
club’s rescue boats to show several of the craft 
setting out for the starting line some distance out 
in the channel, and this gave a perspective of the 
promenade that many of Penarth’s residents will 
never have experienced for themselves. 

“The thing that was uppermost in my mind,” 
says Anthony, “is that the camera should go to 
places and look at subjects which people are 
probably very familiar with, but have never given 
them their full attention; and this is why, I 
believe, films of this sort are so important - 
because they create interest in everyday 
surroundings. It should be remembered that 
scenes shot in the present will be history 
themselves in not too many years.” 

DVD copies are on sale at £9.95 each and can 
be purchased from AB Snell newsagents, Stanwell 
Road; Griffin Books in Windsor Road, and Umpa 
Lumpa sweetshop in Windsor Arcade.

‘Waterfront voting

PLAID Cymru 
councillors have 
welcomed changes 
to polling stations 
so that Waterfront 
residents can vote 
closer to home in 
future.

Baruc Plaid Cymru 
councillor Nic Hodges 
welcomed the proposals, 
which were confirmed 


by the Vale Council at a 
recent full council 
meeting. 

He said: “New 
residents on the estate by 
Asda will be able to vote 
closer to home, rather 
than have to travel to the 
Island. 

“With the continued 
delays over the Island 
road, that was supposed 
to have been completed 
last year, it makes sense 
for a new polling station 
on the Waterfront rather 
than expect voters to 
drive all of the way 
around town or walk up 
the Clive Road steps.” 

Coun Ian Johnson 
added; “For the past 15

“24/7 children’s 
palliative care is 
provided by the family 
and supported by regular 
short breaks and 
specialist care. 

“It is vital that the next 
Welsh Government 
makes sure there is 
sustainable funding for 
children’s palliative care 
and investment in the 
workforce to make sure 
there are enough highly- 
trained specialists to care 
for these children.” 

Jeremy Jackson, 
deputy chief executive of 
Ty Hafan, said: “Our

HAVING secured promotion the previous 
weekend, Penarth Hockey Club added 
further lustre to one of the best seasons in 
its history by clinching two GoCreaS

Despite the senior side also being on the cusp of a 
divisional crown, the second XI encounter had 
more riding on it as the side travelled down the 
M4 looking for a seventh successive victory, and 
one that would reward the team with the De 
Cymru 2 title.

IS NO PI IN THE SKY!

ON Monday, pupils at a Barry school 
served up a slice of match day pie - with a 
difference - in a bid to discover just how 
much maths affects our everyday lives! 

As Pi Day Cymru swept the nation, the Bryn 
Hafren pupils kicked off the annual maths 
celebrations by challenging Cardiff City PC players 
Tom Lawrence (Wales squad player) and Ben 
Wilson to a ‘Pi-less’ match, using giant cube-shaped 
footballs. 

The unusual twist on the game, which also 
featured goalposts shaped like the pi symbol, gave 
the students insight into what one of the world’s 
most popular sports would be like if a Welshman 
hadn’t coined and championed pi. 

Pi Day Cymru has become a widely-recognised 
event in the maths calendar, thanks to its deep roots 
in Welsh history. Wales has a unique claim to the 
maths phenomenon that started in 1706 when 


William Jones from Anglesey was the first person to 
use the Greek letter jt, or pi, to represent the 
mathematical constant which allows us to measure 
the circumference and area of circles. 

Ella Porsyth, a 12-year-old year-8 pupil from 
Bryn Hafren, said: “I hadn’t realised just how much 
we use Pi every day. It was actually really difficult 
trying to play football with square balls, and it just 
shows how different life would be if we didn’t have 
pi!” 

Pi Day Cymru has seen people of all ages 
celebrate uses of maths in everyday life. It was the 
brainchild of Prof Gareth Pffowc Roberts, Emeritus 
Professor at Bangor University, who last year 
received the backing of the Welsh Government to 
establish the date as an official day of national 
celebration in Wales.

Athletes face 40 mile 
marathon at Jenner 
Park this Sunday 


THIS Sunday (March 20) at 10am, 14 
endurance athletes from all parts of the 
UK will set out on the annual journey of 
40 miles in Jenner Park. 

Forty miles represents almost 161 laps of the 
track, and anyone even contemplating such a journey 
will have trained many thousands of miles in 
preparation. 

However, even that distance pales into 
insignificance when compared to the fact that this 
race has now been held for 30 years. 

Sunday, March 9, 1986, saw local athlete Mick 
McGeoch winning the inaugural race in 4:11:32 in 
dramatic circumstances, and Ann Franklin from 
Cardiff shattering four ladies world records in 
clocking 4:47:27. 61 world bests have been set 
during those 30 years, and the race is highly 
regarded amongst the ultra-running community.

In 2014 Steve demolished the UK 
record for 100km with 6:19:20 at Gravesend, as well 
as 10th place in the Commonwealth Games 
Marathon in Glasgow in 2:15:16, thereby setting a 
new UK M40 record, breaking the mark by Ron Hill 
which had stood for 35 years. 

Although not in that form, this athlete's reputation 
will inevitably lead to huge interest. 

Twelve months ago Isobel Wykes from Truro 
looked effortless in winning the ladies race, and 
went on to place eighth in the World 24 hour 
championships in Italy just five weeks later.

N the aftershock of a Twickenham 
defeat that was far more conclusive 
than the narrowness of the 25-21 
result would suggest, the stunned Welsh 
camp has had little time to recover its 
lost pride - and at least end a 
disappointing Six Nations campaign on 
a more positive note against lowly Italy 
in Cardiff on Saturday. 

After a bafflingly-listless first half display 
that, sadly, has hecome all too common as the 
Achilles heel of a hugely-talented group of 
players prone to sleep walking out of the 
blocks, and then forced to live dangerously 
and play catch-up rugby as time runs out (as 
happened again on Saturday), it was hardly 
surprising that a far more urgent and 
committed home side took full advantage. 

That in a transformed last quarter, a long 
overdue injection of energy from the 
replacements bench saw Welsh players 
suddenly cast off their shackles and, 
amazingly, run in two converted tries in the 
space of five minutes, to add to an earlier 
touchdown and get within four points of 
victory at the death - was scant consolation, 
as England took the spoils for their 25th 
Triple Crown - the first under their new 
regime. 

Even more concerning was Wales’ head 
coach Warren Gatland’s typically frank post¬ 
match admission that he was fiummoxed by 
his team’s strangely inept first half 
performance. 

“/^ was unacceptable... but I don’t know 
what the answer is”, he said tight-lipped... ‘^e 
were terrible. We just didn’t turn up (for an 
hour). We have got to be honest and say - 
where was the energy? We looked tired and 
were not enthusiastic enough” he added 
somewhat surprisingly - given that the 
players had just spent two weeks together in 
camp preparing for the game. 

Both the team and coaching staff would 
need to look at themselves, to see what had 
gone wrong, he said, though he intimated the 
fault primarily lay with players who had 
failed to implement the game plan correctly. 

In fact, such was the Kiwi’s displeasure that 
he had even toyed with making changes after 


just 25 sluggish minutes in an error-ridden 
first half that was marked by a rash of missed 
tackles (Wales would record a staggering 25 
before the end), dropped passes, sloppy field 
kicking, and indiscipline, punished by three 
Owen Farrell penalties and conversion of an 
Anthony Watson try which gave England a 
commanding 16-0 lead at halftime. 

When, four minutes after the restart, 

Farrell added a fourth penalty to make the 
score 19-0, a misfiring Wales, whose struggles 
in both the tight and loose were exacerbated 
by a suddenly malfunctioning lineout, were 
staring an unexpected defeat of epic 
proportions in the face. 

They were given a glimmer of hope when 
Ospreys outside half Dan Biggar, charged 
down an attempted clearance by his opposite 
number George Ford and touched down 
under the posts for a try he converted himself. 
Wales had closed the gap to 19-7 which 
coincided with the departure of injured 
skipper Sam War burton. 

As pressure on the embattled Welsh defence 
was renewed, the men in white took what 
seemed an unassailable lead with two more 
well-struck penalties by Farrell to make the 
score 25-7, moving into the final quarter, 
when Gatland played his last hand with fresh 
legs from the substitutes’ bench. 

Suddenly, the men in red were transformed, 
shook off their lethargy and the shackles that 
had bound them, and finally upped the 
tempo, aided by a yellow card given to 
England prop Dan Cole just after the 70- 
minute mark. 

Sustained assaults had a suddenly back¬ 
pedalling England defence at sixes and sevens, 
yielding two very well-worked tries, by 
George North and Taulupe Faletau in the 
space of four minutes. 

Both were converted by outside half Rhys 
Priestland who, with fellow replacements 
Rhys Webb and hooker Ken Owens, had 


sparked the belated revival that incredibly 
brought Wales to within four points at 25-21 
with just two minutes left to the final whistle. 

With England now desperately clinging on 
to avoid a repeat of the drama last autumn, 
when an outplayed Wales sneaked the 
honours in the dying minutes of their Rugby 
World Cup pool game at Twickenham, there 
was still time for one final twist when North 
was controversially deemed to have had a foot 
in touch before passing to Webb, who could 
have continued the attack. 

In the end, even though Wales scored three 
tries to England’s one, the camp admitted it 
was, “too little, too late”. Few would begrudge 
the ‘old enemy’ a deserved victory that now 
sets up new coach Eddie Jones to match 
Gatland’s achievement in winning a Grand 
Slam at his first attempt. 

Only sorry France, demolished 
29-18 by Scotland, now stand in their way in 
Paris this weekend. 

Meanwhile, Gatland will pick up the pieces 
and aim to prove that the first hour at 
Twickenham was an aberration. He hinted 
though at changes to come for the final game 
against Italy, who were crushed 58-15 by 
Ireland on Saturday. 

The question is, will Wales’ poor showing 
signal a renewed emphasis on the tried and 
tested structured approach that has brought 
such success - or will that final exhilarating 
20 minutes underline that there is another, 
heads-up variation - one which produces 
scintillating tries that have been in such short 
supply of late? 

A dynamic Wales under-20s team, playing 
at high tempo, pointed the way forward when 
running in six tries to blow away their English 
counterparts 42-16 at the weekend and set 
themselves up for a Grand Slam title that has 
eluded the seniors. 

When Eddie Jones suddenly ended his self- 
imposed press purdah, he had insisted there

were “wo hang ups” in the England camp over 
last autumn’s traumatic loss to Wales that 
prematurely ended the host nation’s Rugby 
World Cup at the pool stage, and got his 
predecessor the sack. 

Nor had the record 30-3 defeat in Cardiff in 
2013, which robbed England of a Grand 
Slam, left any ^Hasting scars”. 

However, skipper, Dylan Hartley, admitted: 
^^I’m sure there will be individuals who will 
have something going on here ( tapping his 
head) and thinking... I’m not going to let that 
happen again”... But then he added, “As a 
team, we are not going to; that ain’t happening 
again...” 

No-one can deny that they proved the point 
on Saturday - but it was still a close-run 
thing! 

The already battered Italians could now be 
in for a severe Gatland backlash from an 
under-fire team captained by Dan Lydiate - 
minus the injured Alun Wyn Jones and 
skipper Sam Warburton - with Luke 
Charteris, Rhys Webb, Hallam Amos and 
Justin Tipuric drafted in to provide more fizz.
